flow to Maintaia Fertility. 
BY PROF. C.C, GEORGESON. 

Many farmers on our prairies still cling 
fondly to the delusion that the fertility of 
their farms will never giveout. Emphatic as- 
sertions to the effect that manure 1s a posi- 
tive injury, orthat the land will remain 
just as fertile as it is till it is worn ten feet 
deep, sre nov infrequent. AndI regret to 
say that they sometimes come from those 
who, by reason of education and opportuni- 
ties for observation, ought to know better. 
Itis useless to argue with such people. 
Nothing but experience can convince them. 
To them the evidence of statistics and the 
experience of others count for nothing. 
Nor are these lines directed to them, There 
is another large class of intelligent farmers 


to prevent it. They are convinced thatim- 
mediate measures are needed, They have 
‘become wedded to the pioneer practice of 
|limiting farming to sowing and reaping, 
'and to doing this with the least possible ex- 
| penditure of labour. They can, therefore. 
ever find time to haul manure from the 
| feed Jot, or to bother with clover and tame

general way be formulated in a few brief 
rules _— 

1. Save every scrap of manure, whether 
produced in the stable or in the feed lot.

In a wet season It may cause tne straw to 
heavy that it lodges, and in the 
dry season it may make the soil too porous 
to retain the necessary moisture ; but none 
of these objections apply to corn, 

h Adopt some systern of rotation so the 
same crop shall not occur two years, or 
at least not more than two years in succes- 
sion in any given fleld. 

6. Let red clover and tame 
especially the clover,be a prominent part otf 
this rotatio Seed it early in the spring, 
either by itself or with some mixture of grass 
seed, but not with any grain crop, Use it

MOUNT AETNA’S WURK. 


The Village of Ginere, With a Populatioa 
Of 18,000 Reduced to Ruins. 


The eruption of Mount Actna is rapidiy 
increasing im violence. The fires in the 
craters show great activity and loud explo- 
sions are continually taking place. A severe 
earthquake shock occurred this morning, 
which reduced to ruins the village of Giarre 
on the coast of Sicily, tive hours’ journey 
from the craters of Mount Aetna, The 
population of Giarre is about 18,000. No 
mention ot loss of life is made, but itis fear- 
ed here that many must have perished. The 
whole country suffered severely from = the 
shock. Enyineers have been sent to threat: 
ened points to prevent the vast quantities 
of lava that are being thrown out by the 
voleano from entering the wells from which 
the population obtain their supply of water. 
Should the lava come into contact with the 
Water the steam generated would destroy 
the wells. 

The craters of Aetna were last active in 
1865. Giarre, the destroyed village, lay 
directly to the east of the famous Valle del 
Bove, on the eastern side of Aetna, a black 
azd desolate space three miles in width, 
bounded on three sides by perpendicular 
clitts from 2,000 to 4,000 feet high, opening 
only to the east. ‘Ine people in the vicimty 
of the mountain are calmand betray no sign 
whatever of a panic.
